But 
they have small hopes of any success, and 
they now look forward to a strike as almost 
inevitable. 

During the interview in the City Hall 
Mayor Harrison secured a promise from the 
‘union’s committee to take no radical action 
Before tomorrow night. He then wrote a 
note to President George Henry Wheeler 
requesting an interview tomorrow after- 
moon at 3 o' clock, and told the committee 
to call on him Thursday night to learn the 
result of his attempt at conciliation. 


* Committee Calls on Bowen. 
The. committeemen were well satisfied 
with the result of their visit to the Mayor, 
and while on their way back to their hall at 
Bixty-third and Halsted streets they de- 
cided to stop at th and State streets 
and call on General er Bowen.

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A FEW HINTS FOR TIE ARCHITECT OF THE NEW CITY COUNCIL 


Aldermen Powers and Brennan got their 
heads together yesterday and the result will 
be that the City Hall will soon have a new, 
beautiful, and commodious Council cham- 
ber and the present place of holding the 
weekly meetings of the Aldermen will be 
abandoned to the Health department, the 
Civil Service commission, or any other 
branch of the city government which can get 
its hands on it. 

The idea originated with Alderman Bren- 
nan, but Alderman Powers fell heartily in 
with it and will introduce the proper resolu- 


tion at the next meeting of the City Council. 

What's the matter with our grabbing the 
old library rooms and making a Council 
chamber out of it we could be proud of?” 
asked Alderman Brennan of Alderman Pow- 
ers, and the representative from the Nine 
teenth Ward answered: 

Nothing.“ 

The old ÜUbrary room occupies the entire 
south half of the fourth floor of the City 
Hall, and is 126 feet long by 100 feet wide, 
with a forty-foot ceiling. It has light on 
three sides and could easily be turned into a 


magnificent assembly-room for the Council. 

Mayor Harrison, when spoken to about the 
matter, said he did not see where the money 
was coming from to make the needed 
changes, but Alderman Powers, who is chair- 
man of the Finance committee, replied it 
could easily be provided for tn the next ap- 
propriation bill. 

The City Architect will be asked to draw the 
necessary plans, and all Aldermen who have 
ideas on the subject will be Invited to make 
suggestions. Some of the suggéstions are 
expected to be unique.

Against a Publisher. 


I What 
promises to be the most celebrated case that 
has ever occupied the courts of the Domin- 
fon is being heard in the Court of Queen's 
Bench in this city. It is a suit for criminal 


libel brought by J. I. Tarte, Minister of Pub- 


lic Works for the Dominion, against iia,

The Conservatives 
hope to bring out damaging facts enough 
against the Liberals during the trial to 
cause the downfall of the party. Mr. Tarte 
has been for years a political organizer. 

At first he was the mainstay in that di- 
rection of the Conservatives and then, for 
some reason, he published a number of let- 
ters which compromised the Conservatives 
and caused the celebrated McGreevy trial, 
which caused the retirement of Sir Hector 
Langevin, the imprisonment of several 
members of Parliament, and gave the first 
blow to the party which had then been in 
power for nearly seventeen years in suc- 
cession. As a reward for his services to 
the Liberal party he was made Minister of 
Public Works when Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
came into power, and his enemies say that 
they would have liked to shake him, but 
did not dare to because he knew too much. 

The defense, which is conducted by A. C. 
Cornellier, who is considered the sharpest 
lawyer in Canada; Calixe Leboef, the leader 
of the government faction opposed to Mr. 
Tarte; and Mr. Taillon, ex-Conservative 
Premier of the Province of Quebec, has called 
sixty witnesses, including the Premier, Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier, who attends court every 
with great Imconvenience to himself 
and the affairs of state, all the members of 
the ministry, and several of the most prom- 
inent members of the opposition.

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LUETGERT JURY AT BASEBALL. 


Members Driven to the National League Park on the West 
Side and Indulge in the Game with All “Rooters” 
Barred from the Inclosure. 


The twelve Luetgert jurors and two dep- 
uty sheriffs, Freeman Connors and Douglass, 
played a remarkable match game of base- 
ball at (o' clock yesterday afternoon on the 
National league grounds on West Polk 
street. The game was played with seven 
men on a side, minus right and left fielders, 


The jurors ayrived: at the baseball 
8:50, in charge of three deputies, Connors, 
Douglass, and Wolcott. Superintendent C. 
S. Kuhn of the ball park had previously re- 
ceived orders from President Hart to exclude 
everybody but the deputies while the jurors 
were there, and not even the regular em- 
ployés were allowed inside the fence. 

The jury reached the grounds in a big car- 
ryall. It was given out before they started 
that they were to drive through the West 
Side parks, but the carryall took them di- 
rectly from the Hotel Le Grand, as soon as 
they returned from court, to the ball park, 
On the way they chose sides. 

Jurors Fowler, Shaw, Behmiller, Harlev, 
Holobird, and Boyd, with Deputy Connors, 
formed one nine,“ and the remainder of 
the jury, with Deputy Sheriff Douglass, 
made up the other. Juror Franzen, the soap- 
maker of the jury, captained the losing side. 

The jurors chased each other over the big 
grounds like a lot of schoolboys for the first 
ten minutes after they arrived, and then the 
Captains called them to the diamond. This 
is the way the jurors and deputies lined up:

No attention was paid to the jurors by the 
people about the park on the eutside, and 
apparently nobody suspected who they were. 

The jury and deputies started back to their 
hotel at 5:10 o’clock. They will spend an 
hour in the ball park every afternoon here- 
after, as arrangements to that effect have 
been made with President Hart. The visit 
yesterday was approved by Judge Tuthill, 
who considers it much safer to have the 
jurors exercise unobserved inside the High 
fence than in some open field. It was de- 
cided several days ago by the court and the 
deputies that the jurors must have more 
exercise than they were getting if they were 
to stand the strain of the long trial. Presi- 
dent Hart of the Chicago club has issued 
positive orders to all employés of the park to 
keep away while the jurors are there. 

Timid people who are in daily attendance 
at the trial, and especially the women, are 
fearful some member of the jury may receive 
injuries on the diamond which will necessi- 
tate a postponement of the trial when inter- 
est therein is at its height. This fear rests 
largely on the stories of the Colt’s awful 
slaughter, which came from the park almost 
daily through the season just closed, and 
they fear the league park is a “‘ hoodoo.” 

There is little chance of any disastrous 
results, however, as no

Silver Takes a Tumble. 


New York, Sept. 28.—[Special.]—Silver 
bullion fell % of a perny today in London, 
making a total decline on that market since 
last Friday of 1% pence per ounce.. In New 
York it declined today 14% cents, making the 
three days’ decline 2 cents per ounce. To- 
days London quotatiaqns of 25% pence com- 
pares with 27% on Sept. 21, the highest of 
the season, and with 23% on Sept. 1, the low- 
est price on record. The chief reason for the 
renewed decline in silver since last week 
Tuesday is the growing belief that the Bank 
of England's offer to water its reserve with 
silver was made in the belief that the condi- 
tions imposed would render such action Im- 
possible. The price had been advanced on 
the publication of the bank directors’ let- 
ter, and was forced up further by a shortuge 
of silver in London for immediate delivery. 
But this week’s mail advices show that in the 
second week of September imports of silver 
at London exceeded exports by $170,000. 
Moreover, exports of silver from New York, 
which fell from $943,000 in the last week of 
August to $676,000 in the second week of 
September, rose again to $745,000 for the 
week ending Sept. 18 and to $913,000 last 
week. | | 

Currency Commission at Work. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 28.—The mem- 
bers of the Currency commission are holding 
daily sesqjons at the Arlington Hotel laying 
out the program for the work that is before 
them. Their discussions are informal, but 
within a few days they expect to be able to 
announce the subcommittees which will 
have charge of the various branches of the 
investigation to be made. 

There will be three of these subcommit- 
tees, one on gold and silver, which will in- 
vestigate the subject of our basic money, 
the extent of the use of silver, etc.: one on 
United States notes, which will investigate 
the several classes of outstanding United 
States notes, the advisability of retiring the 
greenbacks, etc.; and one on banking, the 
duty of which will be to consider and for- 
mulate a banking scheme which will meet 
the demands and requirements of the coun- 
try.

The defense performed all its experiments 
with burning bones from the vat, by cover- 
ing them with sawdust and setting fire to 
them in the smokehouse. It was supposed 
at the time the State would claim Luetgert 
disposed of the refuse bones in the vat in 
that way, but Assistant State’s Attorne 
McEwen stated in court yesterday no suc 
claim would be made, but the State would 
assert the bones were burned in the furnace. 

Dr. Riese acknowledged that the potash 
solution supposed by the State would have 
deen strong enough to dissolve two human 

bodies at the same time. 

Dr. Riese’s testimony was kept entirely 
to his experiments at the sausage factory, 
and he was not permitted to draw conclu- 
sions. When the defense started to show 
he had once been connected with the Kan- 
kakee asylum, and that he had often pre- 
ecribed for a relative of Louisa Luetgert 
there, the State headed off the testimony 
with an which the court sustained.

Do you estimate that evaporation cuts much 
figure? A.—I should regard it as a very im- 
portant factor, as I believe in some of my experi- 
ments if I applied heat to the bottom of the ves- 
sel or utensil the evaporation in a very short time 
concentrates the liquid: and also there is a con- 
stant ebulition, constant bubbling, jolting. which 
is the more marked in a utensil of that kind than 
would be the condition there in the vat.

Expert for the Defense Tells of Various 


Experiments’ He Has 
Made. 


Dr. B. L. Riese, one of the experts for the 
defense, was examined by Mr. Vincent. The 
witness stated he had made experiments in 
the action of alkalies upon animal tissues, 
metals, and clothing. The effect upon gold 
and silver, when boiled three and a half 
hours in a 10 per cent solution of crude 
potash, is practically nothing, and the same 
is true of the other metals except aluminium, 
which is dissolved readily. The effect upon 
clothing made of vegetable fiber is practical- 
ly nothing, but clothing made of animal 
tissue is dissolved. The effect on metal hair- 
pins is nothing except to remove the japan 
or varnish. The same is true of corset 
steels. In the case of shoes, the effect is to 
destroy the leather and leave the tacks and 
nails uhinjured. Human hair is almost im- 
mediately dissolved.

Both Pacers Come Very Close to 
the Two-Minute Mark. 


OTHER EVENTS ON TRACKS. 


Terre Haute, Ind., Sept 28,—[Special.]—

Pointer falled to lower his record of 1:59. 
but tonight there is a new consideration 
with horsemen and the public.

Verdict in Struble Case. 
Mich., Sept. 28.—The Coroner s

Mayor McVicar of Des Moines, Ia., fol- 
lowed with a paper on “ Street Lighting by 
Contract and by Municipal Ownership.“ 

He said when he undertook to investigate 
the questoin of municipal ownership he was 
about as well informed upon the subject as 
was the farmer’s good wife who asked her 
husband to bring home some electric plants 
that they might, by raising their own lights, 
save kerosene. The local companies made 
a vigorous campaign to defeat the propo- 
sition authorizing municipal ownership of a 
plant in Des Moines, money and political in- 
fluence being freely used, but the vote was 
favorable by nearly three to one. The plant 
is not yet built, owing to suits threatened 
by prominent taxpayers under the di- 
rection and advice of the attorneys of the 
local companies. 

“While we now generally concede the 
justice of municipal ownership of water 
works and are about ready to indorse mu- 
nicipal street lighting, we hesitate at going 
further and declaring for city ownership 
of such natural monopolies as gas and street 
railways. However, we are rapidly coming 
to believe in the soundness of this principle.“ 

A careful count made at the afternoon ses- 
sion disclosed the presence of twenty-seven 
men wearing the official badges of Mayors 
and fifty-one men and women with those 
of Councilmen. As yet New York City, 
Chicago, Brooklyn, Philadelphia, Boston, 
St. Louis, and other cities of that class are 
— representation here. The official 
roster of the conference as far as completed 
tonight contains 195 names, but many of 
the delegates are from Columbus and other 
near-by Ohio cities. Outside of Ohio the 
principal cities represented are Minneapo- 
lis, Denver, St. Paul, Tampa (Fla.), Joliet 
(III.), New Haven, Atlanta, Birmingham, 
Des Moines, Peoria, Pawtucket, Detroit, 
Evansville, Macon, Baltimore, Fargo, and 
Wilmington, Del.

Lincoln, Nem, Sept. 28.—The attendance 
at the National Irrigation Congress was dis- 
appointing, but what was lacking in num- 
bers was made up in earnestness and en- 
thusiasm. Several of the Western railroad 
companies were represented. There was a 
good deal of political discussion, but this 
feature was frowned upon by many of the 
more influential delegates. 

C. B. Booth of California acted as chair- 
man. Governor Holcomb, Mayor Graham, 
and Chancellor MacLean were on the plat- 
form. The Governor made the address of 
welcome and was seconded by the Chan- 
cellor, Among the prominent irrigation ad- 
vocates here are E. R. Moses of Kansas, ex-

YELLOW JACK’S RECORD. 


SITUATION IS PRACTICALLY UN- 
CHANGED AT NEW ORLEANS, 


Seventeen New Cases and Two Deaths 
Reported at the Crescent City—Ten 
Thousand People Have Left the City 
Hot Weather at Mobile Renders 
the Situation More Unfavorable and 
Ten Cases with Two Deaths Are 


Announced.

New Orleans, La — Death yesterday, 
2; deaths to date, 21; new cases yester- 
day, 19; total cases to date, 179.

New Orleans, La., Sept. 28.—Up to 6:30 
this evening seventeen new cases of yellow 
fever had been reported for the day, with 
two deaths. There have been a total of 177 
cases to date and twenty-one deaths., 

The situation here continues exasperating- 
ly the same. A daily average of eighteen 
to twenty cases and two deaths has kept up. 
But while there is no sign of an epidemical 
visitation, the slow progress of the disease 
puts obstacles daily in the way of the mer- 
chant public, who are anxious to again re- 
sume trade with the surrounding country. 

Business is showing feeble signs of revival 
and the railroads are putting forward super- 
human efforts to secure a modification of the 
quarantine regulations. In the meantime 
the Crescent City finds itself incapable of 
shipping a pound of freight to the Lone Star 
State. The result of this, of course, is that 
of throwing out of employment hundreds 
and thousands of people here. The rail- 
roads, the manufactories, the big wholesale 
and retail stores have all dispensed with the 
service of many of their employés until busi- 
ness again picks up. The hotels have done 
away with all extra help and have cut off 
many of their hands, and every man, 
woman, and child is living with rigid econ- 
omy. The condition of affairs is due entirely 
to the strict shotgun quarantines that have 
been estabiished in the country when there 
is no possible chance of an epidemic here. 

It is probable that there have left town 
some 10,000 people, but there are still here 
not fewer than 275,000, and even those who 
were frightened a fortnight ago have come 
to realize that there is no danger of an epi- 


‘demic. In September, 1878, there were be- 


tween eighty and ninety people dying of 
yellow fever daily. Today the daily average 
since the beginning of the fever here is 
hardly one. 

At Biloxi for the twenty-four hours ending 
at 7 o’clock tonight there were thirteen new 
cases and one death. 

At Ocean Springs Surgeon Murray reports 
one case, and at Scranton five cases. 


Worse at Edwards, Miss. 

Edwards, Miss., Sept. 28.—Dr. Dunn of the 
State Board of Health made the following 
statement tonight: There has been one 
death today from yellow fever, that of W. T. 
Howie. Total cases today, 21; total cases 
to date, 189 in town and 8 in the county; 
number seriously ill, 6; number convalescent 
and up, 90; total deaths to date, 8.“ 

The yellow fever situation seems to grow 
worse daily. Five out of the sex mentioned 
as seriously ill have had repeated attacks of 
black vomit. The fever is fast mowing down. 
the white male population, and at the present 
rate a few immune nurses and doctors will 
“soon have complete control of the town. 


Four Cases at Clinton. 


Jackson, Miss., Sept. 28.—Four cases of 
suspicious fever in a family at Clinton hav- 
ing been reported to the State Board df 
Health, Dr. Hunter today ordered Dr. Dunn 
to go to Edwards and report on them. The 
Town of Bolton refused to allow Dr. Dunn 
to pass that place. and Mr. Bilis, in whose 
house the sickness is reported, refused to 
allow Dr. Dunn to investigate the cases. 

A great exodus of people is taking place 
at Clinton. The State board has no doubt 
but that the cases are yellow fever. 


Hot Weather at Mobile. 
Mobile, Ala., Sept. 28.—The noon report of 
the Board of Health today showed the ef- 
fect of the excessive hot weatner of the 


| last six days upon the populace. The number 


of new cases recorded for the last twenty- 
four hours was ten, all of the patients hav- 
ing been taken ill from the 25d to the 26th. 

The board’s summary is 64 cases, 9 deaths, 
30 recovered, and 25 under treatment. The 
ratio of death to cases is 14. 


Texas May Have a Case. 

Houston, Tex., Sept. 28.—Regarding the 
suspicious case of fever here, the State 
Board of Health officers have requested the 
Houston Board of Health to issue the fol- 
lowing bulletin this evening: Case some- 
what suspicious, but strictly guarded. I 
have no apprehension of result. Board of 
Health unanimous in declaring the case 
nothing more than inflammation of kid- 
neys.“ 


One Death in Indiana.

Kinney died of yellow fever this evening at 
Mimin, eight miles southwest of English.

Ironclad Five-Year Garbage 
Contracts Are Now Ready. 


INSPECTED BY BIDDERS. 


Heavy Penalties for Failure to 
Perform or Neglect. 


HOW WORK IS DISTRICTED. 


Ironclad, like their wagon boxes, are the 
new contracts with the City of Chicago that 
1 contractors are compelled to sign. 
The Department of Public Works has just 
issued the undertakings and specifications 
forms for the cleaning of the city for five 
years, and contractors who intend to bid 
on the work are busy wading through the 
eight pages of printed matter to which they 
are to affix their names. That is, if their 
bids are lowest, if they deposit each $10,000 
with ‘the Commissioner of Public Works 
for the performance of the conditions of the 
proposal, if their records are good, if they 
have never defaulted in any manner as 
principals in any former contracts, if they 
can furnish bonds, and, lastly, if their bids 
motes deemed for the best interests of the 

The contracts cover a period of five years, 
beginning Jan. 1, 1898. By that date the 
contractors who secure the work must have 
completed and ready for use all their build- 
ings, machinery, wagons, and implements, 
and have all their men ready to descend like 
an army with banners upon the hosts of dirt 
that encompass the city roundabout. 


Some of the Penalties. 


Individuals who bid on the garbage con- 
tracts have to stand ready to do just what 
they say and sign the final contract binding 
them to the faithful performance of their 
task for five years or the $10,000 which they 
each deposited with the Commissioner of 
Public Works as an evidence of good faith 
will be covered into the coffers of the City 
of Chicago. 

After they enter on their contract if they 
fail to collect the garbage in a proper sani- 
tary manner, provided in the contract, then 
the sum of 81 is to be taken out of the money 
due them for each individual instance of neg- 
lect or refusal to properly collect garbage. 
Calculating the number of garbage boxes 
and cans along one route, it is easy to see 
the dhforcement of this rule for even one 
day’s neglect would throw a contractor into 
spasms and vividly impress upon his mind 
the grave necessity of doing as he had prom- 
ised to do. 


As to the Specifications. 


In order that the provisions of the con- 
tract and specifications should be rigidly 
adhered to it is not only necessary the con- 
tractor and his foremen should study them, 
but that all citizens interested in a clean city 
should post up on them and know when a 
contractor and his men are doing their duty 
and, what is equally important, know when 
they are not doing it. 

The specifications cover every possible 
thing that should be done to insure a clean 
city, from stating how much of the iron 
cover on top of the garbage wagon should 
be removed when the wagon is being filled, 
to specifying the height of the Roman let- 
ters in which the contractor’s name is to 
be printed on the side of the wagon. The 
letters shall be three and a half inches high 
and printed on the wagons after this form:

Districts and Subdivisions. 

To secure the best service in the removal 
of garbage and ashes the territory to be 
covered by the work is divided into four dis- 
tricts, in each of which there are three sub- 
divisions. The first district is the entire 
North Side, the second is the South Side, 
the third is the West Side north of Madison 
street, and the fourth is the West Side south 
of Madison street. 

The first subdivision in each district in- 
cludes a business section from which the 
garbage must be removed every day except 
between the months of October and May, 
when three times a week is specified. In 


the second subdivisions garbage is to be re- 


moved three times a week except between 


October and May, when twice a week suf- 


fices. The third subdivisions include the 
less densely populated portions of the dis- 
tricts, and garbage is to be taken away 
twice a week except in the winter months, 
when once a week is sufficient. 
Boundaries of Districts. 

The first subdivision in the North district 
includes the territory bounded by the city 
limits, the lake, the river, and North West- 
ern avenue. The first subdivision on the 
South Side includes all that part of the dis- 
trict bounded by the Chicago River and the 
Illinois and Michigan Canal, by Sixty-sev- 
enth street to Cottage Grove avenue, thence 
by Fifty-fifth street to State, and by Thir- 
ty-ninth street to South Western avenue. 
The most important subdivision in the Third 
District includes all that part of the West 
Side bounded by North avenue, the river, 
Madison street, and Ashland avenue. The 
first subdivision in the Fourth District in- 
cludes all the territoty between Madison 
street, the Chicago River, Twenty-second 
street, and Ashland avenue. 

It is required the garbage be removed in 
water-tight iron or steel wagon boxes or 
other metal receptacles, made with tight fit- 
ting covers, to the place where it is to be 
disposed of, by either conversion, reduction, 
or destruction. 

Garbage is to be collected and removed 
on regular days and between given hours, 
specified for each collection district, ade- 
quate notice of which days and hours shall 
be given by the contractor by printed cir- 
culars furnished to the householdcrs in the 
respective districts. Collections must be so 
arranged and scheduled that the garbage 
receptacles in any district need not be ex- 
posed near sidewalks or alleys for more than 
two scheduled consecutive hours before be- 
ing emptied by the contractor. 


Mrs. Paul's Brigade at Work. 


Mrs. M. E. Paul, the new superintendent of 
the uniformed street cleaning brigade, whose 
mission is to clean the down-town streets, 
drove her buggy at the head of her workmen 
from the Randolph street sheds yesterday 
morning to their field of labor. At every 
crossing in the district bounded by Adams 
street, Fifth avenue, the river, and the lake 
one or two men would be told off to wage 
war against dirt at that point until 5 o’clock, 

Within a few days the men will be uni- 
formed and the force increased. The color 
of the uniform has not yet been decided on, 
but Mrs. Paul said she thought it would be 
blue, with black stripes on the trousers and 
black trimming on the blouse. The men will 
also be provided with bags, carried open on 
two wheeled carts, which, after being fiiled, 
are tied and thrown to one side.

Tun boodle Aldermen are hungry. There- 
fore they propose to boss the letting of 
street-cleaning contracts and get their finger 
into a pie which they believe contains many 
juicy plums. They also want to take a hand 
in the awarding of the five-year garbage 
contract. In a thoughtless moment they em- 
powered a special commission to let that 
large contract. They deplore their hasty 
action now, and would like to undo it. They 
cannot understand now why they let go so 
profitable a job, Both these propositions 
were referred to an unfriendly committee, 
and may not turn up again for some time. 
When they do they should be beaten. If 
passed the Mayor should veto them. The 
less the Aldermen have to do with contracts 
the less will the city be robbed. 


ALDERMEN AND STREET RAILROADS. 
The Aldermen came together - Monday 
night for the first time after their summer 
vacation. It took only a few minutes for 
the majority of them to show that their 
appetites for plunder are as heen and their 
contempt for the interests of the city as 
profound as when they separated last July. 
The first matter taken up was the reso- 
lution for the appointment of a committee 
‘to ascertain the value of existing street 
ear franchises, so that when the traction 
companies ask for an extension of their 
franchises for fifty years, as they will do 
soon, the Council may have before it the 
information which will enable it to know 
what should be required of the companies in 
return for the grants they are going to.ask 
for. 
But a majority of the Aldermen voted to 
delay action on that resolution for two 
weeks. Its language is plain and its ob- 
ject well understood, It was introduced 
before the Council adjournment in July. 
Nevertheless the plea was made that it 
was an important matter, on which the 
Aldermen ought to be fully informed.” So 
thirty-three of them voted to delay action 
for a fortnight and thirty-one voted the 
other way. Seemingly the gang hada 
very small majority. It would have been 
larger had it been necessary.

Nor do these Aldermen wish the people to 
have any information. They are to be kept in 
ignorance as far as possible. It is not deemed 
best to appoint a committee to enlighten 
them concerning the extent of the contem- 
plated robbery. 

Before long the different traction compa- 
nies will hand to their Aldermanic friends 
for introduction ordinances drawn up by the 
companies’ lawyers. These ordinances will 
grant an extension of the existing fran- 
chises for fifty years—the five-cent fares to 
be collected for twenty years. These ordi- 

nances, if they provide for the payment of 
‘any compensation to the city, will limit 
that payment to 3 per cent of the gross re- 
ceipts, while it should be at least 20 per 
cent, or one cent out of every five cents col- 
lected by the companies. 

The honest Aldermen will insist that 8 
per cent is not enough and will submit fig- 
ures to show that it is not enough. They 
will offer amendments to increase the com- 
pensation. The boodle Aldermen will not 
discuss the subject. They will introduce no 
figures to show that 3 per cent is sufticient. 
They will simply vote down the amend- 
ments and pass the ordinances as they 
come from the companies, and allow them 
to continue. declaring excessive dividends 
on watered stock. 

This is the program. This is what will 
be done unless the people wake up and take 
more interest in the matter than they seein 
to be taking now. After the ordinances 
have been passed complaints and denuncia- 
tion will be in vain. The people will Gnd 
themselves tied up without recource for 
half a century. This is the time for action. 


ALDERMEN GREEDY FOR SPOILS. 
The merit system is as hateful to the 
| “gang” Aldermen as it ever was. Their 
determination to have something to say 
about the offices and to share in the divizion 
of the spoils knows no abatement. 

Monday night the Council passed an order 
directing the Commissioner of Public 
Works to assign fifteen street repairers to 
duty in each ward to work under the di- 
rection of the Aldermen and make such 
repairs as they deem n ry. It such a 
scheme were carried out Aldermen would 
see to it that the pavements of their friends 
were kept in passable condition, while those 
of the men who did not deal fairly with 
them were neglected. - 

Street repairing is done by contract. The 
existing contract would be practically nul- 
lified if the Aldermen were put in charge of 
street repairs in the manner proposed. 
That fact was pointed out, but Aldermen 
who are hunting for opportunities to add to 
their influence pay no attention to the obliga- 
tions of contracts. 

Even if no contract stood in the way it 
would be absurd to put the same number of 
men at work in each ward. In some there 
is comparatively little repairing to be done 
and in others a great deal. At is more im- 
portant to keep the pavements in good con- 


| dition in the First Ward than in the Twen- 


tieth. It is proposed to give each ward the 
game mumber of men simply in order that 
each Alderman may have the same number 
of men to run on his errands when not cob- 
bling pavements. Luckily this Aldermanic 
scheme cannot be put through. 

Alderman Ooughlin introduced an ordi- 
nance providing that all skilled laborers em- 
| ployed by the city be appointed by the Mayor 
and confirmed by the Council, so that they 
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without calling out any troops.

quit offering ordinances to nullity the civil 
service law or silly resolutions—like the 
one offered by Coughlin night before last— 
declaring that law unconstitutional and or- 
dering the Controller to pay out no more 
money to the commission. 


THE PRESIDENT UNDULY ALARMED. 

During his recent visit to Washington the 

ident saw many people and had many 
int@rviews, among them one with a promi- 
nent Congressman. The latter incidentally 
mentioned that when he inade speeches no 
subject roused more enthusiasm than the 
Ouban. He also reminded the President 
that he had instructed him to say to the 
people that he (the President) would do the 
proper thing in regard to Cuba at the proper 
time, whereupon the President interrupted 
the speaker tosay— _ 


I know that the people of this country from one 
end to the other are getting impatient because 
we do not move faster, but I am convinced that 


‘prosperity is here and that war is the only thing 


which will prevent its continuance. It would be 
easy to free Cuba by a war, but to do it without 
one, to satisfy the people, and keep us in the high 
road to prosperity, is a thing which cannot be 
done in a day. That is the problem which con- 
fronts us, and we must solve it slowly but surely. 
In reply to the President's statement it 
may be said that Spain watches the tem- 
per of this administration as closely as it did 
that of Cleveland and Olney. Its Minister 
at Washington keeps himself posted to 
the crossing of a “t” and the dotting of 
an “i.” Just as the administration shows 
timidity and hesitation Spain grows bold 
and truculent and chatters about its honor 
and pride, neither of which qualities does it 
possess. Such talk from the President 
as that quoted above lowers this coun- 
try in the estimation of other powers and is 
a discouragement to Cuba. What is need- 
ed to stop Spainish rapine and massacre 
and to put an end to Cuban anarchy is a 
little nerve, courage, and firmness on the 
part of the American government and 
nothing will stop it so quickly and surcly. 
The President has no oceasion to be 
alarmed over the outcome of a war with 
Spain. The American navy alone can be 
relied upon to stop this barbarous war and 
secure Cuba its independence, and that 
It can 
prevent supplies from entering Havana 
and speedily starve out the impotent Wey- 
ler and his army. Its first-class fighting 
ships can send a steel bolt weizhing halt 
a ton eight or ten miles, penetrating twenty 
feet thickness of brick foftification wall. 
How long would the walls of Morro Castle 
remain standing before such anwssault, and 
how long would a Spanish garrison remain 
in Havana under such circumstances? 
How would such a war damage American 
prosperity as the President is inclined to 
believe, or how would it cause hard times or 
stop the flow of commerce? The Mexican 
war of fifty years ago helped rather than 
harmed the country. It secured us a vast 
increase of American territory. It gave 
ts California and its gold mines which 


later benefited us greatly, and gave this 


country a decided forward impetus. The 
President is badly advised when he is told 
by the stock gamblers and trust managers 
that stopping the war in Cuba will damage 


the prosperity of the country. Notbing 


of the kind will happen. If we help Caba 
to secure its independence from Spain we 
shall be in a position to make a treaty 
of, commeree which will be as beneticial 
tu this country as annexation and much 
more satisfactory to both sides and to all 
other European nations. Instead of dilly- 
dallying any longer, giving expression to 
sentiments which only encourage Spain 
and talking about damage to prosperity, 
the President should take a firm stand. 
The three new first-class battleships should 
be pushed to completion as rapidly as pos- 
sible, and big guns should be got into posi- 
tion at the seaboard forts to guard against 
any threats of interference from any forcign 
power, like Austria for instance. Mean- 
while the President should notify Spain 
that it must go no further in its Cuban 
operations, that the war must stop, and 
that the Cubans must be guaranteed against 
any further persecution, or the United 
States will take a hand in it. A little 
American courage and grit will not damage 
the country. The President has no ground 
for his apprehensions. He has the people 
at his back and they have no anxicty about 
any damage to prosperity growing out’of the 
performance of duty. 


THE KEY-NOTE STRUCK AT LAST. 


The version given in a Washington spe- | 


cial printed in yesterday’s Trinunr of the 
note carried by Minister Woodford to the 
Spanish government indicates that the key- 
note of the American contention on the 
Cuban question has been struck at last. 
General Woodford was instructed to place 
before the Spanish government a state- 
ment of the loss to Amierican commerce, 
the damage to American interests in Cuba, 
and the injury suffered by our citizens at 
home by the continuance of the war, and 
especially to remind Spain that this govern- 
ment cannot afford to perform police duty 
indefinitely for the benefit of the former. 
For over two years our revenue cutters, 
intended for duty at New Orleans, Mobile, 
Charleston, and elsewhere on the Atlantic 
and gulf coast, have been employed in 
guarding against the dispatch of filibuster- 
ing expeditions from Florida to the Cuban 
coast to the neglect of our own interests as 
‘regards protection against smuggling and 
other violations of the law. 

The abuse which the Spanish press has 
meanwhile continued to pour out upon the 
United States government and people shows 
how little this service has been appreciated, 
and there is an almost universal conviction 
that the time has come for it to stop. But 
for this service strong filibustering expedi- 
tions would have reached the Cuban shores 
and the war long since have been brought 
to an end in the defeat of the Spanish army. 

That this is no mere fancy picture is 
shown by the enumeration of revenue eut- 
ters and gunboats which have been with- 
drawn from the stations to which they 
properly belong and kept on duty on the 
Florida coast. Besides this derangement 
of our marine and revenue service, the 
officers and men composing our navy have 
been for some time and still are exposed to 
contagion from the yellow fever, while 
many other items enter into the bill of ex- 
penses which the United States govern- 
ment has been carrying for the benefit of a 
government and a people who seem to hare 
no sense of gratitude or conception of the 
service rendered. | 

In view of all this the Spanish govern- 
ment would have no just ground of com- 
plaint if the United States should withdraw 
its gunboats and revenue cutters and send 
them about their business, while Spain is 
left to manage the war in its own way. 
Some such alternative as this is probably 
what has been submitted to thé Spanish 
government. And yét this would fall short 
of what is due to humanity and our own 
interests.

REGULARS NOT A NECESSITY. 
The London Sunday Times publishes a 
comparative statement of the strength of 
the regular armies of the United States and 
Spain, and comments upon it in this 
fashion: 


It is needless to say the general American opin- 
ion is that in the event of hostikties the bearers 
of the Star Spangled Banner would be quickly 
and easily successful. Such assumption, how- 
ever, is by no means justified if based upon a 
comparison of the ready fighting forces of the 
two nations as they exist today. Spain has not, 
of course, nedtly the population or wealth to 
draw upon, but, nevertheless, she has a much 
larger standing army of trained soldiers than 
America, and a fleet which at the present time 
is little if at all inferior. What is more, she 
would be fighting for her very existence, as it 
were, and has already displayed stubborness 
which leads us to believe she would not or will 
not give up the struggle until the last peseta of 
her national wealth and credit be expended. 


The Times is as oblivious of fact as it is 
malicious in intention. The United States 
has never depended upon its regular army 
to any extent in times of war. For that 
reason, and owing to the ocean barriers be- 
tween it and Europe, it has never main- 
tained a large standing army. In the Mex- 
ican war it used the regular army a little. 
It got along pretty well in two wars with 
Great Britain when it had only a handful 
of regulars and had to rely upon militia. 
When the trouble with the Southern States 
began the government had not 5,000 reg- 
ulars it could call upon. The most of them 
were in the South, where they surrendered 
to the rebels, were paroled, and sent home 
and their arms taken away. That greatest 
of all modern wars was fought with only a 
few regiments of regulars. McClellan was 
constantly calling for them, because he 
deemed them superior, and yet he was 
whipped, while Grant, who went into the 
field without regulars, cleaned out the Con- 
federacy. 

In case of trouble between this country 
and Spain it will not be necessary to land 
reguiars in Cuba. In such a contest sea 
power would win, and we have the sea 
power. The American flect is strong and 
numerous enough to prevent reinforce- 
ments, arms, material of war, and supplies 
from going to Cuba. It is strong enough to 
sink any Spanish vessels which might have 
the temerity to interfere with a blockade. 
If Morro Castle should fire upon the fleet 
the latter’s twelve and thirteen inch high 
power guns would make a speedy end of 
Morro Castle. Troops would only be used 
to land and take possession of Cuba, but 
if the government needed them a million 
men would like to go there when the wenth- 
er gets cooler in that locality, and at the 
first intimation from Washington half a 
million men would clamor to go without re- 
gard to weather. | 

As the war would not be conducted on. 
land, but on the water, as the American 
navy is amply able to take care of itself, 
and as troops would not be needed except 
for purposes of occupation, and when need- 
ed could be furnished in legions, the Lon- 
don Sunday Times should lose no sleep 
worrying about our ability to take care of 
ourselves. Great Britain has troubles 
enough of its own for it to worry about. 
We can take care of ourselves in any war 
we may be engaged in, and that even with- 


out regulars.

PROTECTION OF LIFE AND LIMB. 

The Council passed one excellent ordi- 
nance Monday night. It requires the street 
railroads to equip their cars within sixty 
days with fenders in front and protectors on 
the sides. The Mayor and Commissioner of 
Public Works are to regulate the style of de- 


vice to be used. 
Alderman Nelson, the author of the ordi- 


nance, stated that thus far this year forty-. 


five persons have been killed by the Chica- 
go street cars and 400 injured. That is a 
greater number of casualties, said he, than 
in any battle which has been fought in 
Cuba. ‘ 

It is true that some of the accidents which 
have happened have been due to the care- 
lessness and thoughtless haste of the per- 
sons injured. But if the cars had been pro- 
vided with proper guards in many cases the 
consequences of that carelessness would 
not have been so serious. So the Council 


is performing a duty it owes to citizens 


when it orders the use of appliances for 
the protection of life and limb. 

This is something the companies should 
do of their own motion. It will cost them 
something, but it is less expense to avert 
accidents than it is to pay for accidents. 
Nach company has to pay a heavy yearly 
bill for personal injuries: Looking at the 
matter from a monetary point of view alone 
the companies ought to be willing to do 
What they can to lessen the number of per- 
7 5 they kill and wound annually.

WEYLER’S PRESS BUREAU. 

General Weyler’s “ press hureau for the 
manufacture of insurgent horrors to coun- 
teract the effect of those committed by. his 
own troops upon Cuban pacificos has 
commenced business in a sensational man- 
ner. Probably something of an extrava- 
gant character was needed to account for 
the defeat of the Spaniards at Victoria de 
las Tunas, but the story of outrages petpe- 
trated upon members of the family of Gen- 
eral Garcia, an insurgent leader of the last 
war, goes far to stamp the whole as 
a fraud. The wonder is how the Garcia 
family could have been spared so long under 
the nominal rule of Weyler himself and 
under conditions which placed them at his 
mercy. Then, again, while the insurgents 
may have been prompted by Weyler's atroc- 
ities to wreak vengeance upon Spanish 
soldiers falling into their hands, it is im- 
possible to conceive how they could hope to 
aid the cause of the rebellion by mutilating 
“innocent children and torturing women 
by hanging them up by the feet and burning 
them alive. No doubt the managers of 
Weyler's press bureau are anxious to earn 
their wages, but, taking their cue from the 
horrible barbarities perpetrated by his sol- 
diers upon the captured inmates of insur- 
gent hospitals and non-combatants, they ap- 
pear to have overdone their business and 
destroyed their own chances of being be- 
lieved. 


WORSE THAN REPORTED. 

The recent newspaper discussion of the 
condition of the Lincoln monument at Oak 
Ridge Cemetery, near Springfield, has led to 
an examination of the structure, with the 
result that it has been found in even worse 
condition than previously supposed. The 
conclusion of the Governor is that the pile 
will have to be taken down and rebuilt, and 
that this will require an expenditure of per- 
haps not less than $100,000. 

The State having formally accepted the 
responsibility of caring for the monument, 
its duty in the premises is plain, It is an- 
nounced that the Governor will call the at- 
tention of the Legislature to the matter 
at the next session and recommend an ade- 
quate appropriation to make the needed re- 
pairs. It would seem that attention to the 
subject has been delayed too long already, 
and that every criticism that has been made 
upon the neglected and dilapidated condi- 
tion of the structure has been justified by 
the facts. The misfortune is, however, that 
nothing can be done to remedy the discred- 
itable state of affairs for nearly two years 
unless a special session of the Legislature 


should be called.

German Advocate of the Theory That 


Shakspeare’s Writings Are from 
Stenographic Notes. 


Dr. Eduard Engel has written the follow- 
ing letter to one of the Berlin newspapers: 
In @ lecture I delivered some years ago 
to the Berlin Society of Stenographers, who 
use Stolze’s system, I suggested that those 
accurat acquainted with the oldest Eng- 
lish shorthand systems of the sixteenth 
century should try to ascertain whether 
many of the deficiencies of the text of Shaks- 
might not be explained by stenograph- 
c mistakes. This idea was suggested to me 
by the old and well-founded conjecture of 
Shakspearean scholars that the oldest 
copies of Shakspeare's plays—the so-called 
quartos—were printed from stenographic 
notes, taken in the theater, and that many 
of the unintelligibilities of the text are due 
to this. My suggestion fell on fruitful soil, 
and I have now the pleasure of making the 
excellent work of a young savant, who has 
thus sprung at one leap into the ranks of 
pur best Shakspearean scholars, known to 
wider circles. In a series of articles on 
Shakspeare and the beginnings of English 
stenography, Herr. Kurt Dewischeit has 
proved beyond the shadow of a doubt that 
the quarto editions of Shakspeare’s plays 
were piratical editions printed from steno- 
graphie notes, that the stenographie system 
used was that of Timothy Bright, who was 
born in 1550, and that innumerable mistakes 
in the quartos, innumerable contradictions 
between them and the first authorized folio 
edition, can be at once and most simply ex- 
plained by the defects of that stenographic 
system and the indexterity of the stenog- 
raphers of that time. Herr Dewischeit has 
confirmed my conjecture almost beyond my- 
own expectation. He is at present the only 
person who possesses all the requisite qual- 
ifications for this new kind of text investi- 
gation, and it is to be wished that he, with 
his accurate knowledge of the oldest Eng- 
lish stenography, combined with solid 
Shakspearean scholarship, would subject 
the texts of the dramas to a thorough rein- 
vestigation. The purification of the text of 
Shakspeare is raised by him for the first 
time ffom arbitrary fantasticality td the, 
rank of a strict science, with which; how- 
ever, only Shakspearean scholars theoret- 
ically and practically trained in stenograph- 
je questions are at liberty to busy them- 
sejves. Seldom has a higher, never has a 
more delightful, task fallen to stenography.” 


No Japanese Reciprocity. 

There is not a word to be said against a 
policy. that offers educational facilities to 
all, regardless of nationality, religion, or 
race, says Arthur’s Magazine. But the Jap- 
anese enter our factories and workshops and 
when they have mastered: the secrets re- 
turn to their native shores and found fac- 
tories to compete with our own. All honor 
and praise to those little Japs who will con- 
tentedly bear exile and dissimulate the in- 
born contempt in which they hold us, that 
they may contribute to the prosperity of their 
beloved Dal Nippon. But what must be 
said of pur manufacturers, who, while zeal- 
ously guarding the secrets of their inven- 
tions from their competitors by patents, ex- 
pose these results of their ingenuity to apics 
whom no sense of honor or gratitude will 
deter from using them to their own ad- 
vantage? 

There is no reciprocity to be had from a 
Japanese. Let any American, even though 
armed with letters of introduction from the 
Secretary of State, or even from the Chief 
Executive himself, proceed to Japan and at- 
tempt to discover the secrets of their lacquer 
or any other industry peculiar to Japan. He 
will uniformly meet with a decided if cour- 
teous dekimasen ; it can’t be done. No, 
the Japanese are only and perfectly willing 
to profit by our good nature, which, in their 
eyes, is nothing but stupendous folly. 


Hawaiian Woman 122 Years Old. 


The oldest inhabitant of Hawali, and prob- 
ably the oldest human being in the world 
who has retained most of her faculties, is a 
native woman residing in Honolulu, the 
story of whose life became known through 
the efforts of Alatau T. Atkinson, editor of 
the Hawaiian Star and general superintend- 
ent of the census just completed. Her name 
is Kepoolele Apau, and her age, from the 
most authentic reckoning, 124 years. 
Crippled two years ago by a fall which dislo- 
cated her thigh, this ancient specimen of 
humanity can chat intelligently about events 
that occurred more than a century ago, can 
see a coin in a prospective donor’s hand 
clear across the room, and can patch cloth- 
ing as deftly as any of her great-great- 
grandchildren. She is getting purblind, but 
her general health is good and her appetite 
fair. She is confident that if she had not 
had that fall she would have been still able 
to be useful. She volunteered the informa- 
tion that she remembered the digging of the 
well in Kau, and that she was a child at the 
time, similar to a child running about the 
house, a child of between 6 and 7 years. This 
event occurred in 1781, and is described in 
Fornander’s History. This would make her 
122 years old, according to exact calculation. 


Where Labor Arbitration Works. 

Compulsory arbitration, if such a term 
can be used, has uniformly been decried in 
this country in labor disputes, but during 
the short time the arbitration law has been 
in operation in New Zealand it appears to 
have worked well. Under the act in ques- 
tion the colony is divided into districts. A 
Board of Conciliation, composed of an equal 
number of workmen and employers, can be 
constituted in any district, and over this 
is a special central tribunal, which possesses 
appellate functions, and whose decision is 
final. The Arbitration Court is presided 
over by a Judge of the Supreme Court of 
New Zealand, and he is assisted by two as- 
sessors, similar to the practice in our own 
Admiralty Court. One of these assessors 
is chosen by the employers, the other by the 
workmen. The trades unions have power to 
sue, and are liable to be themselves sued, 
not only the union funds being attachable, 
but the individual members of it responsible 
to the extent of £10 each should the common 
fund fail to cover the HMabilities. The pen- 
alty for the non-observance of the award is 
limited to £500. No striké or lockout has 
occurred since the act has been in operation.

Stood Of Eighteen Men. 


The proprietor of a turpentine farm near 
Damascus, Ga., has had sérious trouble be- 
cause gamblers have come among the hands 
and kept them away from work. All of last 
week a large number of the employés failed 
to report, and, as the distillery was short of 
hands, the woods rider, John Haddock, took 
a journey into the forest to try to find the 
absentees. The duty of the woods rider is to 
patrol the forest on horseback and report 
on the condition of affairs.

Peary’s Great Meteorite. ; 

New York, Sept. 28.—The steam whaling 
ship Hope, Lieutenant R. E. Peary’s vessel, 
is expected at the Brooklyn navy yard on 
Thursday for the purpose of having the 
material, including the large meteorite 
which was obtained during the cruise, taken 
out of the ship and sent to the Academy of 
Natural History: While at the Brooklyn 
navy yard the ship will be thoroughly refit- 
ted and equipped for an extended cruise in.

tends to make next year. The Navy de- 
partment has nsented to allow the ship . 
to be moored the navy yard until she

— = Every expedient was resorted to 
for the purpose of keeping gold enough in 
the Subtreasury of New York. Freight was 
paid across the continent and the prices of 
gold bars were regulated to induce exporters 
to use them rather than coin. 

Now, less than seven months after the in- 
auguration of President McKinley, exactly 
the reverse is true, and Secretary Gage is 
obliged almost daily to refuse offers of gold. 
The Treasury has more gold than it knows 
what to do with, and instead of paying 
freight has issued hints to Assistant Treas- 
urers all over the country to discourage gold 
payments as far as possible. It is more 
than likely that the Treasury will soon be 
actually on a gold basis, and forced to pay 
ut the yellow boys for expenses. 

The gold in the Treasury amounted at the 
close of business this afternoon to $184,471,- 

and there are in circulation $36,930,949 
in gold certificates, so the free gold in the 
Treasury today was $147,540,176, or nearly 50 
15 per cent more than the customary reserve. 
The Treasury has available only $40,000,000 
dt greenbacks and $14,000,000 of silver. There 
4s 323,000,000 in Treasury notes in the 
vaults, but this will be needed to offset va- 
rious disbursing officers’ balances, as the 
$14,000,000 of fractional coin is not available 
large drafts.

fore, at its disposal over three and one-half 
times as much gold as greenbacks and ten 
times as much gold as silver. The Treasury 
strong box is short about $30,000,000 since 
July 1, and if the same rate were kept up a 
resort to gold payments would soon be nec- 
4 essary.

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Improving the Naval Stations of the 
Country — Striking Deficiency in 
Suitable Docks for Warships—At- 
tention Called to Japan’s Growing 
Strength in the Pacific. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 28.—The special 
beard appointed by the Navy department to 
consider the needs of the navy in the matter 
of new docks submitted its report to Acting 
Secretary Roosevelt today. The board finds 
that five new docks, to cost $5,775,000, are 
urgently necessary, While one (the Port 
Royal, 8. C., dock) should be enlarged im- 
mediately. Four of the docks, the board 
says, should be of conerete- namely: at Bos- 
ton, New York, Norfolk, and Mare Island, 
this last to be 500 feet long. 

At Algiers, near New Orleans (with Gal- 
veston or Pensacola as alternatives) it is

In addition to these the board recommends 
docks to cost $5,300,000 at New London, 
Newport News, Tortugas, San Francisco 
(concrete dock at Yerba Buena Island, 700 
feet long, $1,500,000), San Pedro (concrete 
dock, 700 feet long, $1,500,000). 

Some of the improvements recommended 
are contingent upon compliance with cer- 
tain conditions. For instance, at San Fran- 
cisco, upon survey of Yerba Buena Island; 
at Mare Island, upon channel improvements; 
at San Pedro, upon harbor improvements. 

The work outlined seems to be very exten- 
sive, but the report says that with all the 
additions it proposes to the number of our 
dry docks we still would have for naval pur- 
poses on our entire coast line only one more 
dry dock than has Great Britain at one of 
its navy yards, Portsmouth, England. At 
present the United States has a total of 
eleven dry docks, only one of which at this 
time, that at Puget Sound, Washington, 
can take in our battleships. 

In support of its recommendations the 
board speaks as follows of the strategical 
considerations which have influenced it: 

We are, from a naval point of view, weak 
in comparison with the great naval powers 
of Europe; and the naval strength of Japan 
is growing so rapidly that within a year or 
two she will overmatch us in available 
strength in the Pacific. Every effort is 
necessary on our part to retain command 
of the sea, at least on our own coasts, and 
to supplement our naval strength by pro- 
viding accessible places for repairs and 
docking, and by fortifications so located that 
when. our squadrons are pressed by a su- 
perior force they may use them as supports 
in holding the approaches to our coasts.’ 


Promotion of a Japanese Official. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 
Matsui has been vanced to the position 
of First Secretary of the Japanese Legation 
in recognition of his long and valuable serv- 
ice in the diplomatic corps of his country. 
In the absence of Minister Hosh!, who will 
go to Japan shortly on leave, Mr. Matsui 
will be Chargé d’Affaires of Japan, a posi- 
tion of more than usual importance in view 
7 the pending Japanese-Hawalian ques- 
tions.

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GROWING CROPS DO WELL 


Corn Yield Generally Proves Bet- 
ter than Anticipated. 


RAINS ARE BADLY NEEDED, 


| — 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 28.—The weekly 
crop bulletin of the Agricultural department 


Says today: 

“ Except on the Atlantic coast, where rains 
have fallen, the week has been exceptionally 
dry, and upon the whole very favorable for 
maturing and gathering crops. Like the 
preceding weeks, however, it has been very 
unfavorable for germination of sown grain 
as well as for fallowing and seeding, which 
is much delayed generally throughout the 
central and western and in some of the south- 
ern States. In Nebraska, however, a large 
acreage of wheat has been sown, much of 
which is up and doing nicely. In the Atlantic 
coast States the conditions have been more 
favorable for fall seeding and satisfactory 
progress has been made. 

“The frosts of the early part of the week 
proved injurious to late corn in portions of 
Ohio, Kentucky, Pennsylvania, and New 
York, but farther west no serious injury is 
reported, and in some States cutting is 
nearing completion. 

Cotton picking has been pushed forward 
rapidly in all sections of the cotton belt, al- 
though interrupted somewhat in the Caroli- 
nas, eastern Georgia, and Florida by heavy 
rains. The crop has suffered further dete- 
rioration in Arkansas and portions of Mis- 
sissippi and Louisiana, and damage from 
rains has resulted in the Carolinas and Flor- 
ida. As stated in the bulletin of the pre- 
vious week the bulk of the crop will be gath- 
ered by Oct. 15. 

In Tennessee, Kentucky, Ohio, and Vir- 
ginia late tobacco has been seriously injured 
by frosts.“

in a Surgical Operation—Assists the 
Empress Eugenie to Escape—Euilds 
the Lafayette Home for American 
Girl Students Abroad—Entertained 
by Loca’ Practitioners. 


Dr. Thomas W. Evens of Paris, France, 
one of the most conspicuous practitioners 
of dental surgery in the world, arrived in 
Chicago yesterday. Although he was born 
a plain American citizen in Philadelphia, it 
is said of him that he has probably given 
more pain to crowned heads than any other 
man who ever lived. But that is because 
he has been regarded for many years as the 
most expert dentist in all Europe, and, in 
consequence, has been looked upon as the 
royal dentist to every reigning family that 
had the money to pay for his distinguished 
services. 

And yet Dr. Evans has done something 
even more remarkable than to draw royal 
blood and still live. He once made an Em- 
peror. It fell out this way. 

Frederick, father of Emperor William II. 
of Germany, then Crown Prince, was suf- 
fering from a throat affection. As a last re- 
course he was taken to Italy, incidentally 
to undergo an operation of tracheotomy 
that would either kill or cure him. For the 
surgery Dr. Mackenzie, the most renowned 
physician in England, and Dr. Bergmann. 
equally renowned among the Germans, were 
called, and with them Dr. Evans of Paris. 


Saves the Prince’s Life. 


Dr. Mackenzie and Dr. Bergmann set te 
work upon the Prince’s neck, and as tar as 
any one knows they did as well as the most 
advanced science could direct. There was 
no trouble in the cutting or the sewing, but 
when that was done the flow of blood could 
not be stanched. They worked frantically, 
but royal blood was oozing away every min- 
ute. 

Then Dr. Evans, who had been only an on- 
looker, was asked what he would do. He 
hurried from the room and found the shop of 
a silversmith. He hastily had forged a sil- 
ver tube, hurried back with it, and inserted 
it in the Prince’s throat. 

The expedient was successful for the time 
at least, and the Prince began to mend. 
Then word came that the old Emperor Fred- 
erick was extremely low. Forty-four hours 
afterwards the news came he was dead. 
The Crown Prince was immediately pro- 
claimed Emperor of Germany. Although 
he lived only a short time afterwards he 
was none the less an Emperor, and Dr. 
Evans made it possible for him to hold the 
scepter by means of his little silver tube. 


Saves the Empress Eugenie. 


But Dr. Evans has done some other nota- 
ble things in his time, for he is now nearly 
70 years old and has lived in eventful Paris 
ever since he was 18. This span of years 
reaches far back to the days of royalty, 
covers the period of the Franco-Prussian 
war and the Commune. It is related of him 
that when the populace was raging in Paris 
against royalty he disguised the Empress 
Eugenie and assisted her in escaping from 
the city. 

In 1893 he bullt in Paris the beautiful 
Lafayette Home on Rue dela Pompe. Hein- 
tended it as a home for American girls who 
come to Paris to study painting or*music, 
and it has served its purpose admirably. 
Here they pay a trifling sum and have the 
best that the city can afford, besides the 
protection that such an institution affords. 

Just now Dr. Evans is suffering a great af- 
fiction. His wife died a few weeks ago, and 
he has just come from Philadelphia, where 
she was buried a fortnight ago. His stay in 
Chicago will be short, and then he will go 
back to his adopted country to spend the 
remainder of his life. He is the guest of 
Dr. Truman W. Brophy of the Chicago Col- 
lege of Dental Surgery. Last night he was 
the honored guest at a dinner at the Chicago 
Athletic club, attended by some of his breth- 
ren of the dental profession.

WHEAT SHORTAGE IN FRANCE. 


Government Statement Shows the Yield 
This Year Is 31,185,522 Hectolitres 
Less than in 1896. 


Washington, D. C., Sept: 28.—The official 
statement of the wheat product of France 
for this year as made up from the reports 
to the French government by the Prefects 
of the several departments has been fur- 
nished to the State department by United 
States Consul Bruyot at St. Btierine. The 
product was 88,556,890 hectoliters (a hecto- 
litre being two bushels and 3.38 pecks), 
against 119,742,412 in 1896 and 119,967,745 in 
1895. A leading flour journal estimates the 
returns for 1897 to be 88,120,840 hectoliters, 
as against 125,040,420 for 1896, a decrease of 
36,928,580 hectoliters.

TABOO BIRDS ON HATS. 


DISCIPLES OF AUDUBON WIN A VIC- 
TORY FOR THE SONGSTERS. 


Sentiment Against Plumage of War- 
blers in Millinery Results in An- 

. mouncement by Marshall Field «& 
Co. That Headgear So Trimmed Will 
Not Be Handled by That House— 
Beautiful Feathers of Game and 
Food Fowls Substituted. 


The disciples of Audubod seem to have the 
battle almost won. The indications are un- 
mistakable that society has declared against 
the use of the plumage of song birds on wom- 
en’s hats. Toclinch matters a leading house 
in the sale of millinery has advertised it will 
hereafter use no more of the forbidden or- 
naments on the hats it sells. 

It is significant that a Western concern is 
the first to take this step. The Audubon so- 
ciety is doubtless as strong in the East as it 
is here in Chicago; but for some reason the 
merchants there are not so readily moved 
from their ancient devotion to patches and 
shreds of birds for hat ornamentation. So 
it happens that Marshall Field & Co. are the 
first concern to yield. This was announced 
gracefully in a recent advertisement as fol- 
lows: 

Note: Recognizing the daily increasing 
sentiment against the destruction of song 
birds, our millinery department strives to 
keep from offending any by using thig season 
in the ornamentation of all hats sold no 
plumage other than that of ‘game’ birds and 
fowls to which there can be no possible ob- 
jectlon.“ 

Plumage Still in Plenty. 

It is not to be inferred from this that the 
miilinery world has tabooed plumage this 
year. On the contrary, the women will 
carry about even greater quantities, meas- 
ured by the yard or cube, than usual. The 
truth is, milliners have been comfielled to 
find some substitute for the plumage that 
women of fine sensibilities have declared 


‘they will no longer wear. This they have 


found, and now they manufacture plumage. 

It would take a great deal of expert knowl- 
edge of the craft to tell how these ingenious 
people have avoided a difficulty and at the 
same time made it an excuse for creat’ng 
something more beautiful than anything of 
the kind previously known. How the feath- 
ers of the most ordinary Brahma rooster 
are metamorphosed into millinery rainbows; 
how the breast of a ph2asant or the wing of 
an owl is tipped with new radiance by the 
deft hand of the craftsman, and how a 
pigeon’s wing is made as gorgeous as any- 
thing ever moulted from the plumage of a 

ird of paradise—it would be an interesting 
study to learn how all this is done, But it 
is a sccret, and it is, after all, enough to 
know it is done, and sensible people are the 
gainers thereby. 


How the Lack Is Supplied. 


See for yourself,“ said Edward Hagen, 7 


manager of the millinery department of 
Marshall Field & Co., and judge if we are 
doing our best to keep pace with public sen- 
timent. The women of best taste do not 
want to ornament themselves with mangled 
song birds, and they are the ones who set 
the fashion. 

But it has not been an easy matter to 
supply their wants in this respect. We had 
to have some sort of feather ornament, 80 
nothing remained to do but to have them 
manufactred out of the plumage of those 
birds and fowls which all are agreed have to 
be killed in the course of the regular pro- 
vision trade. Then, too, we use the feathers 
of eagles, hawks, and owls, and it is still 
permitted to use ostrich feathers. Once in 
a long time a black paroquet or a bird of 
paradise is used, but neither would be called 
a song bird. 

The nearest to forbidden ground we go 
is in using the aigrette, for which there is 
still a large demand despite the most stren- 
uous efforts of the Audubon society. The 
most plausible objection to its use is that 
the plumage is the most beautiful at breed- 
ing time. We are experimenting in the use 
of Indian sea grass for the same purposes, 
but have not yet succeeded in getting any- 
thing that will answer the purpose.“ 


Ada C. Sweet’s View. 


Miss Ada C. Sweet, a prominent member 
of the Audubon society of Chicago, was 
highly delighted wher she was shown the 
evidence of early results from the work in 
which she has assisted. She said: 

When a great house takes a stand like 
this it is good evidence the best class of 
women has been reached. It is most en- 
couraging. 

“I will confess to you I have heretofore 
been much disappointed at the large show- 
ing of songbirds in the down-town windows. 
Some of the cheaper stores seem to be loaded 
down with them. However, I have been told 
this is because the Eastern importers have 


been carrying a stock equal to the demands 


for years to come, and, now they see the 
sentiment is going against them, are trying 
to work them off. 

But, if the wealthier women have really 
decided to give up the use of birds in their 
millinery, it will not be long before the rest 
follow the lead.”

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NATURE AND THE CHILD. 


ANNUAL CONVOCATION OF MOTHERS 
OPENS IN HANDEL HALL. 


Development of the Young Existence 


from. Standpoints of Parent and 
Teacher — Addresses by Mrs. An- 
drew McLeish, Bertha Payne, Flora 
J. Cook, Sarah A. Hubbard, Mary 
Miller, J. M. Coulter, W. 58.

Child life from the standpoint of the 
mother and the teacher was discussed at 
the fourth annual convocation of the moth- 
ers, which began yesterday morning at 
Handel Hall. When the meeting was opened 
fully 800 persons were in attendance. 

Miss Elizabeth Harrington, the principal 
of the college, was introduced by Mrs. J. N. 
Crouse, director of the Chicago Kindergarten 
College, and then the program was taken up. 

From a Mother’s View. 

Mrs. Andrew McLeish discussed from a 
mother’s view the subject: “‘ How Can the 
Mother or Teacher, 
Trained, Open the Child’s Eyes to Beauties 
of Nature Surrounding Him?“ 

„The senses of the child,“ Mrs. MacLeish 
said, are wonderfully acute, and the child 
can understand and interpret mature with 
remarkable comprehension. The child's 
mind must be opened to the beauties of the 
world, and he must be made to appreciate 
the beauty of plan and design as well as 
the beauty of color and splendor. The soul 
is filled in contemplating the beauties of na- 
ture. The study of nature myths is of in- 
valuable service to the child, as they are bet- 
ter suited to the plane of his understanding. 
Mothers should let their children have their 
own flower and vegetable gardens, and have 
the full respon#pility of their care. 

Illustrations from Kindergarten. 


Miss Bertha Payne discussed the same 
subject from the standpoint of the kinder- 
garten. She told of her experience in the 
kindergarten and gave many illustrations 
that were striking and pointed. She recom- 
mended that the efforts made ®y parents to 
take their children to idle amusements be 
directed to giving them an insight into 
nature. Frequent excursions into the parks, 
into the woods, to the seashore, collecting 
flowers and insects, prove pleasureable and 
profitable to the little ones. The child's 
curiosity will lead him into all the details 
of scientific research. The parents who are 
puzzled in answering these questions should 
keep some books of reference, so that they 
can readily satisfy the child’s curiosity. 

Miss Flora J. Cook presented the subject 
as a primary teacher. She advocated the 
child be made to think for himself and to 
answer his own questions. He should not 
be made to think there is anything he can- 
not understand. 

Mrs. Sara A. Hubbard spoke on “ Birds in 
a City Tard.“ She said the influence of 
birds upon the child, who watches them in 
the back yards, is of much consequence. 


Power from Love of Nature. 


Miss Mary Miller read a paper on What 
Added Power Does the Child Gain Through 
Learning to Love Nature? She said to 
understand children belongs to this century. 
Our fathers were satisfied to teach; we 
strive to form the character of our children. 
The question of today is how to bring the 
child and nature together. The child can 
interpret nature for himself. A novel and 
advisable method for teachers is for them 
to give lessons in the open alr. Dead let- 
ters cannot have inspiration for the young 
mind.“ 

Professor John W. Coulter had for his 
subject. How Does the Study of Nature 
Give Added Inspiration, Courage, and Pa- 
tience to the Mother and Teacher? Man's 
being.“ said Dr. Coulter, ‘‘is centered in 
his intercourse with his fellow-man, andhe 
is too apt to forget that there is a universe. 
Contact with nature and love for it is half 
of all there is in life. The natural impulse 
of the child is toward nature. When the 
child is put into school he is taken away 
from the natural and put into the conven- 
tional. Plants are not merely things to be 
dissected, but living things at work, and as 
such should be studied.“ 

Helps by Parents. 

Professor Wilbur 8. Jackson read a paper 
on How Parents May Assist Their Chil- 
dren in Nature-Study,” saying: Parents, 
to assist their children successfully, must 
themselves believe in the study of nature. 
The world, as a whole, as yet does not be- 
lieve in nature as a factor in actual charac- 
ter building. The flower garden is a useful 
aid in nature-study. An aquarium in the 
house will furnish much material for study 
for the year around.“ 

The last speaker was the Rev. L. P. Mer- 
cer, whose subject was: How Does a Love 
of Nature Aid in the Development of True 
Religion?’ He spoke of nature as a great 
symbol of things eternal. 

An open and formal discussion followed, 
and the question box proved to be of 
much interest and value. 

In the evening a reception was given in 
the Chicago Kindergarten College Building, 
10 Van Buren street. Miss Ellen Starr gave 
a brief address on Art in Schools.“ The 
rooms were decorated with flowers and 
J — lanterns.

ae. The result of this large reserve is 
to keep the rate for money unchanged. 
Under the law governing both State and 
national banks there is required to be main- 
tained a reserve of 25 percent. In Chicago 


this reserve is now estimated at 40 per vent, 


or 15 per cent in excess of the legal re- 
quirement. 

The last statement of New York associat- 
ed banks showed a total reserve of $172,236,- 
50%, as compared with the required reserve 
of $156,339,000, or only $15,907 500 in excess of 
the reserve required under the law. Even 
this, however, is ahead of that of last year, 
but conditions are entirely different at the 
present time from those ich were in force 
A year ago. 

More than half of the excess reserve is 
held by four of the large banks of New York. 
This leaves for the sixty-one remaining 
clearing house banks an excess reserve of 
only $7,500,000. During the last month the 
banks of New York have lost $18,600,000, 
principally as a result of the demand from 
the interior, and this shows it will be only 
a short time, if present vonditions continue, 
when the banks will have reached the limit 
of their loaning power. This is likely to 
rebult in an advance in the rate of call loans, 
and if the market follows the course it took 
last week an increase in interest rates will 
mean a weaker market for all speculative 
securities. The situation in Chicago is, be-

RICE CONTINUES FIRM, WITH PRICES 
SLIGHTLY HIGHER. . 


Vo Shipments from the South Owing te 
the Prevalence of Yellow Fever 
All the Staples in the Grocery Line 
Showing a Good Deal of Strength 
and Activity tert to Educate 
Americans to Use Better Tea—Light 
Trade on the Street. 


Interest in groceries. this week centers 
principally in rice, owing to the prevalence 
of yellow fever in the South and the fact 
that shipments from the domestic rice coun- 
try have been entirely suspended. For this 
reason rice going into consumption is drawn 
wholly from local stocks, which are being 
reduced at a rapid rate. The present con- 
ditions are expected to continue at least two 
months longer. First hands are so near 
cleaned up that in some instances Chicago 
jobbers have been trading between them- 
selves. 

Barring the- fact that no shipments can 
be made from Southern points for some time 
to come, the situation is not particularly 
strained. It is between seasons in the 
rice trade, and prices would be firm even 
if no strength came from the unusual con- 
ditions. Small mills in the Southern dis- 
trict are just starting up, and some samples 
have already been received in this market. 


Quotations on rice are higher than last week 


and the market decidedly strong. 

Coffee and sugar are also strong, and on 
both of these articies quotations have been 
advanced. The Trust Circular yesterday 
said: ‘A drop of 6d in German granulated. 
today brings it down to an importing cost 
of 4.77c per lb landed in New Fork, against. 
American granulated at 4.880 per Ib. Ger- 
man and Austrian refined will not be shut 


out by the new tariff, but, on the contrary,- 


the importations of these sugars will be 
largely increased.“ 


Teas Firm and Higher. 

The tea market is quiet, It has shown a 
hardening tendency, purchases kecping 
pace with arrivals. Prices in Japan are 
fully $5.00 higher than when the second crop first 
arrived, but stocks do notaccumulate. Some mis- 
understanding exists as to the object of the nres- 
ence of the Japanese Commissioners in this coun- 
try. They are here simply to stimulate the con- 
sumption of high grade teas as a means of mak- 
ing up for the loss of commerce occasioned by 
the new law barring the importation into this 
ecuntry of low grade teas. Heretofore consider- 
able quantities of these low grades, largely dust. 
have been used by the poorer classes, but it is esti- 
mated that by Jan. i next an 18c Japan tea will be 
an unknown article in this country.

New York, Sept. 28.—[Special.]—The will 
of the late Ogden Goelet, who died on board 
his yacht at Cowes, England, Aug. 27 last, 
was filed with the Surrogate this afternoon. 
The will is dated Dec. 2, 1895. “The real es- 
tate is valued at over $5,000,000, in addition 
to which there is personal property valued at 

To Lelia Belle Herbert, wife of 
the Hon. Michael Henry Herbert, sister-in- 
law of the deceased, is bequeathed the sum 
of $50,000. Robert Alexander Roberts, son 
of a lifelong friend, receives $5,000. 

In addition to other bequests to the widow, 
Mary R. Goelet, she receives the box in the 
Metropolitan Opera-House, together with 
the shares of the capital stock. She also 
receives all the engravings, books and maps, 
household furniture, silver plate, china, bric-. 
&-brac, paintings, jewelry, horses, and car- 
riages. She received an anuity of $150,000 
during her life, also tha interest of a personal 
trust of $300,000, which he directs to be set 
apart by his executors, in money or securi- 
ties of his estate, as soon as passible after 
his decease, the principal of which is to go 
to her absolutely, if she does not care to re- 
tain the Fifth avenue residence, the use of 
which she has for life. She has also the use 
of the Newport residences. 

Mary R. Goelet; the brother, Robert Goelet; 
and the son of the deceased, Robert Goelet. 
After the payments of th. specific bequests 
the remainder of the prop-rty, which is 
principally real estate, goes to tu two chil- 
dren, Mary W. Goelet and Rober: Goelet. 

Upon the son attaining his majorit, he is 
to receive from the residuary estate $500,000, 
which is to be deducted from his share of 
the estate. His daughter, on arriving at the 
age of 21 is to secure a like sum under simi- 
lar conditions, or should she marry before 
arriving at that age, it is to be paid to her on 
her wedding day.

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TALES OF CAR FENDERS. 


ALDERMAN W. C. NELSON DISCUSSES 
HIS ORDINANCE. 


Declares Big, Grasping Corporations 
Should Be Compelled te De What 
Common Humanity Ought to Prompt 
—Describes the Various Devices in 
Other Cities for Preventing Fatal 
Accidents—Albert Porter Describes 
His New Brake and Its Working. 


Walter C. Nelson, the independent Alder- 
man from the Thirty-second Ward, who 
leaped suddenly into prominence at Mon- 
day evening’s meeting of the Council through 
his street-car-protection ordinance and the 
eloquent speech with which he introduced 
it, had something to say of the details of 
precautionary devices for street cars at his 
home, 6120 Jefferson avenue, last night. 

„One of the greatest evils of this great 
elty.“ he said, “‘ is the street car juggernaut. 
These big, grasping corporations seem to 
think no more of mowing down hundreds of 
citizens every year than they do of putting 
on an extra car now and then to meet the 
demands of increasing traffic. They are ut- 
terly conscienceless, and 80 they must be 
compelled to do that which common human- 
ity would naturally prompt them to do. One 
of the lines out in Evanston, I have noticed, 
uses the guard wire nets on the side of the 
car next to the other track and builds a 
framework of wood around the car on all 
sides down close to the ground. This makes 
it well-nigh impossible to run over a person. 


Side Guards Not Safficient. 

„It is not enough, however. In almost 
every other city of any size which has cable 
and trolley cars the companies have been 
forced to fix the wire guards at the inner 
side, the side guards for the wheels, and, 
most important of all, the fenders in front, 
where so many persons are killed. 

„There are many kinds of fenders, and 
I have no interest in any of them and so do 
not care what kind is selected. Therefore 
my ordinance leaves the choice in the hands 
of the Mayor and of the Public Works Com- 
missioner. It gives the railroad companies 
the opportunity of putting in the kind which 
they think best in the next sixty days, and 


having a chance to have their kind picked 


out. But if they disregard the ordinance, 
which I have every reason to believe the 
Mayor will sign at once, they will be se- 
verely punished. There is a fine attached 
to the ordinance, which makes it possible 
for the city to claim from $10 to $50 for each 
car for each day it is run without a fender. 


Discusses Fenders. 

“Of the many fenders I have seen I think 
the one which appears to be the best is the 
one which is carried rigid in front of the 
car. It appears like a basket with a heavy 
iron rim and a base of netted rope. The 
person struck is thrown into the basket and 
carried safely along until the car stops. 
There is no possibility of any worse damage 
than a broken ankle, and little chance of 
that. Another kind that has met with great 
favor is the padded platform working on a 
hinge arrangement, which the motorman 
lets down by means of a rope when he sees 
any one in danger. 

Then, too, there is the tron grill which 
slides out at either end of the car, and the 
padded cowcatcher which runs ahead of the 
cars on little wheels on the tracks. The 
many shocking accidents I have seen mad 
it one of my first duties to try to get this 
dinance through, I had little hope of the 
success which has attended my efforts.’’ 


Albert Porter’s New Brake. 
Fenders on the street cars will not be 


needed, according to Albert Porter of 296 


West Madison street, provided his new brake 
is used. Its essential feature is a pair of 
shoes for each truck, which press firmly 
down on the tread of the rail and add their 
friction to the usual braking power of the 
car wheels themselves. 

Inventor Porter's idea embodies a new 
style of brake beam, but uses ord mary 
mechanism for pressing the brake shoes 
against the wheels. As soon as the usual 
stopping friction is applied the turning of 
the wheels forces a large steel shoe down 
on the head of the rail, with a power propor- 
tional to the speed at which the car is mov- 
ing. A clever adjustment does away with 
the possibility of derailing the car and 
special devices provide for easily releasing 
the brake. 

‘Mr. Porter expects a trial of his device in 
a short time on one of the city lines. 


CRUSADE AGAINST THE CIGARET 


Lucy Page Gaston to Bring the Subject 


Before Congress—Request to 
Governor Tanner. 


The Citizenship league is again pushing 
its crusade against cigarets, and Lucy Fage 


Gaston of Harvey has been directed to go to 


Washington this winter to bring the subject 
to the attention of Congress. 

An informal conference was held in the 
hall of the Minnehaha club yesterday, at 
which various phases of the crusade were 
discussed. It was decided to request Gov- 
ernor Tanner, in case he calls a special ses- 
sion of the Legislature, to include in that call 
the anti-cigaret bill. 


Illinois Commission of Claims. 

Springfield, III., Sept. 28.—[Special.]—The 
Commission of Claims met in this city today. 
The case of Logan, Hitt, and others for the 
recovery from the State of $10,000 claimed 
to be due for taxes paid by General Logan 
was postponed until 1898. The board then 
adjourned until tomorrow morning.
